He farther says that the chil- 
dren who fetay at home are generally the 
ones who dislike going to school, which 
would indicate that the parents are too 
willing to be humbugged by the children 
nto a belief that tbe school is the root of 
the particular contagion, in spite of the 
repeated declaration that the disease is 
notTn the schools and that the children 
who stay home are jnst as liable to get-it 
as if they were in school, as when they 
are out they almost invariably come in 
contact with more children and generally 
et into places wbere otherwise they 
would not risk-getting tbe disease. Aside 
rom the other point in question isn't 
.here a moral in all this? Don't par- 
ints allow tbemseivea to be humbugged 
oo easily by children who don't like to 
study?

ciation. 
His first educational work in 


Backs county was as principal of the 
Selleraville High School. Then he suc- 
ceeded Prof. John L. Shroy, as principal 
of the Doylestown Bigh School and left 
that position to become Oounty Super- 
intendent, in which office he bad began 
his second term. Among educators Mr.

Adultaratod Faad Stuffs. 


Harriaburg, Nov. 28, 1905. 


Editor Gazette:—Attention is respect- 


fully callod to the fact that quite re- 
cently wo have found that rice hulls 
are used jn Pennsylvania to adulterate 
feeding stuffs. 


Rice hulls are of very Inferior 
value, 


containing nearly 40 per cent, of woody 
fiber and a large amount of silica or sand. 


The outer surface of the hull is harsh 


and rasping, while the edges carry sharp 
protections which have a tendency to irri- 
tate the digestive tract of animals, and if 
fed in quantity, may cause their death. 
Rice hnllf- are, therefore, of little value 
as a food, detrimental to the health of 
farm animals and sometimes even danger- 
ous to their lives. So far, rice hulls have 
been found aa an adulterant of wheat 
bran only, but they may find their way 
into mixed feeds and standard goods. 
Every dealer should be on his guard 
against this grossly fraudulent practice, 
and for tbe sake of Ills reputation, should 
refuse to handle rice hulls or any feed 
which is adulterated with the same. In 
buying fet ds from the manufacturer or 
jobber, tha dealer should be sure that the 
amount ol protien and fat is guaranteed, 
and also should demand a written guar- 
antee that tbe material it not adulterated 


New YorkJJ.n a°' manner. Every feed dealer in the 


"State should value his repntation. He is 
responsible for selling adulterated goods 
»nd for any injurious effects caused by 
feeding materials which he handles.
